Planning Staff Discussion: 


These two alleys are used predominately by the patrons of the 


Embassy Theatre. The petitioners state that they plan to 
maintain the alleys for emergency evacuation procedures, and 
service vehicles. However, a portion of the north/south alley 


adjacent to the stair tower for the Grand Wayne Center would be 
used in the construction of a new restroom facility for the 
handicapped. 


The only properties directly effected by this petition have 
joined in the petition. 


We feel that the petition would be in the best interest of the 
city. The access provided by these alleys is primarily, if not 
entirely, to service the petitioners. In fact, the north/south 
alley is not accessible off of Jefferson, but only from the 
east/west alley to the rear. 


Vacation would not cause a hinderance of public access ways, nor 
negatively impact the property values, and it would allow 
continued re-development of the Central Business District. 


Recommendation: Conditional Approval, contingent upon the 
petitioners providing utility easements as needed. 


1) Approval would allow continued redevelopment of the CBD. 
2) The alley is not necessary to public access needs.

Attached is an ordinance which would amend the Zoning Ordinance 
to allow a developer to submit a petition for an amendment of a 
shopping center development plan with the signatures of the 
property owners of 50% of the land area. Тһе current ordinance 
requires an amendment for a development plan to have 100$ of the 
property owners sign a petition. This requirement can pose a 
hardship for developers if the property is owned by more than one 
person. In those cases, a decision by any one of the property 
owners not to sign the petition means that the proposed change in 
the development plan may not even be heard by the Plan 
Commission. 


Petitions for rezoning only require the signature of the owners 
of 50% of the land area, and we believe this is a good model for 
amendments to development plans as well. We have included 
special provisions in the ordinance that would require a 
developer to notify all other property owners in the development 
plan area by certified mail so that they would be aware of the 
development and have an opportunity to comment pro or con to the 
Plan Commission. 


We believe this change will prohibit one property owner from 
holding an entire development "hostage", and allow the Plan 
Commission to review and make objective decisions on any proposed 
development plans.
